S. R. O. No. 58/62: - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section (1) of Section 341 and clause (a ) of sub -section ( 2) of Section 
344 of the Kerala Municipalities Act 1960 , (Act 14 of 1961), the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules relating to the 
enforcement of vaccination in municipal areas, the same having been 
previously published as required under Section 345 of the said Act. 

RULES 
.. (1) . These rules may be called the Kerala Enforcement of 
Vaccination in Municipal Areas Rules, 1962. 

(2) In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context 

(i) Child means a boy or girl who has not attained the age 
of eighteen years ; 

(ii) Government means the Government of Kerala . 

(iii) guardian means any person to whom the care, nurture 
or custody of any child falls by law or by natural right or recognized 
usage or who has accepted or assumed the care, purture or custody of 
any child or to whom the care, nurture or custody of any child has been 
entrusted by any lawful authority ; 

(iv) parent means the father or mother of a legitimate child 
and the mother of an illegitimate child 

(v ) person means a male or female who has attained the age 
cí eighteen years ; 

( vi) Primary vaccination means the vaccination performed 
for the first time on any individual and all the subsequent operations 
are termed " revaccination " provided the primary vaccination proved 
successful. 

(vii) funprotected child means a child who has not been prot 
ected from smallpox by having had the disease either naturally or by 
having been successfully vaccinated or revaccinated within a period of 
seven years immediately preceding .

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(viii) unprotected person means a person who has no visible 
marks of smallpox or is unable to provide satisfactory evidence of suc 
cessful vaccination or revaccination carried out within a period of 
seven years immediately preceding ; 

( ix ) vaccination means the operation by which sufficient vac 
cine lymph is introduced into the skin and allowed to be absorbed 
without any interference or exposure to sun for at least fifteen minutes 
following the operation ; and includes revaccination . 

(x ) vaccination depot means a place or building where vacci 
nation is performed free of charge by direction of the Commissioner 
of a municipal council or any person authorised by him in this behalf ; 
and 

(xi) vaccinator means : 

(a ) any medical practitioner registered under the Travan 
core-Cochin Medical Practitioners Act, 1953 or the Madras Medical 
Registration Act, 1914 , or the law relating to registration of medical 
practitioners for the time being in force ; or 

(b ) any Licentiate or Associate Licentiate in Indian Medicine 
with training in vaccination and registered under class A , or 

(c) any person possessing the qualifications laid down by the 
Government for a vaccinator and employed by the Municipal council,

(d ) any person qualified to hold the post of a Sanitary 
Inspector. 

2. (1) The parent or guardian of every unprotected child who is 
not less than six months old and who is residing within the limits of the 
municipality shall procure its vaccination by a vaccinator or shall take 
or cause the child to be taken to a vaccination depot for such 
vaccination . 

(2 ). Every unprotected person residing within the limits of the 
municipality shall get himself vaccinated at the vaccination depot or 
by any other vaccinator. 

3. The Municipal Health Officer or the Commissioner of the muni 
cipal council or any person duly authorised by the Health Officer or 
the Commissioner may direct the vaccination of any unprotected child 
or person in the municipality : 

Provided that if any person who or in whose care , is ought to be 
vaccinated in pursuance of this rule declares before a Magistrate 
specially empowered by the Government in this behalf that as a result 
of a careful enquiry into the subject, he believes that such vaccination 
will be injurious to his health or the health of the child as the case may 
be, the Magistrate may , after giving notice to the Health Officer and 
hearing any representations made by him or on his behalf, exempt such 
person or child from vaccination , on condition of the person aforesaid 
undertaking to subject himself and the members of his family to 
isolation of such description and or such period and to such further 
restrictions, if any, asmay be directed by the Magistrate . 
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Provided further that any person who commits a breach of any 
undertaking given by him shall be punished with imprisonment which 
may extend to three months or with fine, or with both : 

Provided also that any exemption granted under the first proviso 
shall cease to have effect after conviction under the second proviso and 
no exemption shall be granted to any person who has been so convicted . 

4. Whenever the residence of an unprotected person or child is 
changed , such person , or the parent or guardian of such child as the 
case may be shall, within one month of such change of residence notify 
the same to the Municipal Health Officer or the Commissioner of the 
place from which the residence was changed or any other person autho 
rised by him in that behalf furnishing full particulars as to the address 
of the new residence of the person or child as the case may be. 

5. ( 1) If a vaccinator finds that an unprotected person or child is 
not in a fit state of health to be vaccinated , he shall deliver to such 
person or the parent or guardian of such child , as the case may be a 
certificate in Form I annexed to these rules to the effect that the person 
or child is not then in a fit state for vaccination . Such certificate shall 
remain in force for the period specified therein not exceeding three 
months but may be renewed from time to time by the Municipal Health 
Officer or the Medical Officer in charge of vaccination , if such person 
or child continues to be unfit for vaccination . The reason for the 
uffitness shall be specified in the certificate . 

(2) If a vaccinator finds that an unprotected person or child is 
in a state of health fit for vaccination , he shall vaccinate such person 
or child and deliver to such person or the parent or guardian of such 
child as the case may be, a memorandum stating the date on which the 
vaccination was performed and specifying the date on which and the 
time and place at which the person or the child should be present or be 
produced as the case may be , for inspection . 

6. (1) On the date and at the time and place notified as aforesaid 
the vaccinated person or child shall be presented or be produced , as 
the casemay be, for inspection . 

(2) If the inspecting officer finds that the vaccination has been 
successful he shall , on demand, give to such person or the parent or 
guardian of such child , as the case may be, a certificate to that effect in 
Form II annexed to these rules. In the case of revaccination the vac 
cinator shall after revaccination give on demand a certificate showing 
the date of revaccination to the person revaccinated , or as the case 
may be , to the parent or guardian of the child revaccinated . 

( 3 ) In the event of the vaccination being unsuccessful the 
Inspecting Officer, if he thinks fit, may direct that the unprotected 
person or child shall again be vaccinated and subsequently inspected 
as provided in these rules . Such person or the parent or guardian of 
such child shall be bound to comply with such direction . 

7. When an unprotected person or child is successfully vaccinated 
by a vaccinator not employed by the municipal council such person or 


the parent or guardian of such child , as the case may be, shall for 
ward within fifteen days of the date of the vaccination , a copy of certi 
ficate in Form II annexed to these rules of successful vaccination from 
such vaccinator, to the Municipal Health Officer or the Commissioner 
of the municipal council or to such person as may be authorised by 
the Health Officer or the Commissioner in that behalf. 

8. The Municipal Health Officer or the Commissioner of the 
municipal council may cancel any certificate given under these rules if 
he is satisfied that such certificate has been improperly given or 
obtained on behalf of any unprotected person or child and thereupon 
such certificate shall cease to be valid and notice of such cancellation 
shall forthwith be given to such unprotected person or the parent or 
guardian of such unprotected child , as the case may be. 

9. No fee or remuneration shall be accepted by a vaccinator in the 
employ of a municipal council for any vaccination performed or certi 
ficate given under these rules: 

Provided that the Municipal Health Officer or the Commissioner 
of the municipal council or any person authorised by the Health Officer 
or Commissioner in that behalf , may on application by any person and 
upon payment of such fee as the municipal council may have fixed , 
direct a vaccinator to perform the vaccination and cause the result of 
the vaccination to be ascertained as herein before provided at the resi 
dence of such person . 

10. (1) The Municipal Health Officer or the Commissioner of the 
municipal council or any person authorised by the Health Officer or 
Commissioner in this behalf may with a view to find out if any un 
protected person or child lives in any house in the municipality call 
upon or issue a notice in Form III to 

(a ) any person to produce a certificate of vaccination or to be 
present for inspection between the hours of 6 a . m . and 6 p . m . and if 
found unprotected to state his name, age, parentage and address 

(b ) the owner or occupier of a house or the tenant of any 
portion thereof - 

(i) to produce all children living with him or under his 

care or guardianship for inspection between the 
hours of 6 a . m . and 6 p . m . and to state the name, 
age, sex, parentage and place of birth of such 

children ; 
to state the name, age, sex and parentage of every 

person living with him , or under his care. 
(2) The Municipal Health Officer or Commissioner of the 
municipal council or any person authorised by the Health Officer or 
Commissioner may if he becomes aware of the existence of any person 
or child who is unprotected and is fit for vaccination , deliver to 
such person or the parent or guardian of such child or cause to 
be allixed at the residence of such person or of such parent or 
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guardian a notice in Form IV requiring the person or the child , a 
the case may be to be vaccinated on such date , at such time and place 
to be specified in the said notice. The person or guardian to whom 
such notice is delivered or at whose residence it is affixed shall be 
bound to comply with it unless a certificate is produced from a vacci 
nator to the effect that such a person or child has been successfully 
vaccinated already or a medical certificate is produced that such person 
or child is unfit for vaccination or exemption from vaccination is 
claimed under the first proviso to rule 3 . 

11. These rules shall apply so far as may be, to the revaccination 
ofany unprotected person or child . 

Revaccination shall be performed within a period of three months 
after the completion of five years after primary vaccination and there 
after within a period of three months after an interval of seven years. 

12. Whoever commits a breach of any of the above rules shall be 
liable on conviction 

(a ) to a fine which may extend twenty rupees . 

(b ) in the case of a continuing breach , to a fine which may 
extend to five rupees for every day during which the breach continues 

after conviction or after receipt of notice from the Commissioner of the 
. municipal council or any person authorised by him to discontinue such 
breach : 

Provided that the amount of fine shall in no case exceed one 
hundred rupees.
